Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
frish Times, the Poultry Correspond it 
says :'— 


When mixing meals for a mash the job should 
be very thoroug hly done. The best way 
is to measure the meals—always by 
weight—on to a perfectly clean floor of 


a shed or store-house. With a clean 
shovel mix the grains together until all 
seem periectly blended. It is much 


easier and. quicker and more satisfactory 
to do this On a floor than by putting the 
meals into a barrel ‘or other deep recep- 
tacle and trying to toss them about with 
the hands. In tact. this latter way is not 
at all a success, VW hen all are thoroughly 
mixed, fill into bins or tubs, bat do not 
pack tightly. Keep in a cool, dry place, 
and keep covered to prevent rats or mice 
from getting in.

Not that the other Australian States have 
suffered a continuous inferiority complex in-

For im those days of very doubtful and 
certainly harsh British justice, men were 
sentenced to transportation to Australia for 
petty theft. and the mere misdemeanours of 
exuberance. There is still an old notice on 
a bridge at’ Wool, in Dorsetshire, threatening 
conviction nad transportation to those who 
damaged the bridge. 


PARDONABLE PRIDE 


Nevertheless, South Australia takes pardon- 
able pride in the absence of a bar sinister, 
even if the experiment “which ultimately was 
successful in giving such a magnificent city as 
Adelaide to Britain’s Empire in the southern 
seas and wealth of Phares soi to maintain it, 
was at the outset hazardous and chequered. 
Blood and sweat flowed freely in the unceas- 
ing fight which the pioneers were forced to: 
wage against the resentful native blacks 
and the wildness of the bush. The 
descendants of the pioneers have carried 
on the fight and have won. They 
have subdued the wilderness, developed 
rural industries, unearthed mineral wealth 
and reared great factories. The experiment, 
m the words of Dr. A. Grenfell Price, the 
Adelaide historian, “ played a highly impor- 
tant part in changing the Australian settle- 
ments from groups of convict prisons to a 
great, free, self-governing nation.” 

The’ virtual discoverer of South Australia 
was the great explorer, Captain Matthew 
Flinders, R.N., who sailed along the State's 
long seaboard in H.M.S.  Investigatof® ip 
1801-2. However, it was Captain Charles 
Sturt’s great journey down the River Murray 
which really centred British attention on the 
new land arid’ led to ‘the establishment of 
the province. | 


WAKEFIELD’S PLAN 


The plan that led to the establishment was 
outhned in England in 1829 by Edward 
Gibbon Wakéfield, an ingenious writer. He 
emphasised that in a new colony the Jand 
must not be sold cheapiy, but at a “' aufh- 
cient price’’ to enable those in authority, 
with the proceeds of the sales, to bring out 
all the labour that the colonists required. 
In 1830, to bring his plan to fruition, Wake- 
field formed an influential: Colonisation Society 
which included some of Britain’s best-known 
people. At the same time. by a fortunate 
coincidence, news arrived of great areas of 
fertile land in the basin of the Murray, dis- 
covered by Sturt. But there were many

FIRST COLONISTS 


Early in 1836 two shiploads ot ’colonists— 
brave hearts they were—left England for the 
new Utopia. After months of hazardous 
sailing they Janded at Kangaroo Island 5 
off the mainland), about which Flinders had 
reported so highly. But when Colonel Light 
arrived in the Rapid, in August, he saw at 
once that Kangaroo Island was no place for 
a city. After looking at a number of other 
suggested sites, he finally decided on the 

resent site. Hindmarsh arrived in the 
Buffalo in December, and immediately. -ex- 

ressed his displeasure at the. site. He pre- 
Rew Encounter Bay. Others liked Port 
Lincoln. But Light had the final choice, and 
the infant city, set between the Mount Lofty 
Range and the waters of St. Vincent's Gulf, 
was named Adelaide, after the Queen. 

On December 28, 1836, Hindmarsh pro- 
claimed South Australia a British province, 
The ceremony took place in the presence of a 
handful of colonists under a big gum tree at 
Glenelg, seven miles from where the city 
now stands. The old gum tree is still pre 
served, propped up with iron crutches, and is 
honoured by yearly pilgrimages. What a fuss 
will be made of the old warrior next year! 

So the province began its career. Ship- 


load after shipload of free immigrants’ 


arrived. Unfortunately, Hindmarsh was tem- 
peramentally unfitted for the task of 
Governorship, " In 1833 he was recalled, and 
Colonel George Gawler succeeded him. 


EARLY PROBLEMS 


Then fresh troubles came. The new scheme 
of colonisation had not gone along according 
to plan. The Treasury. was ' absolutely 
empty, and Gawler had to draw bills in 
London. What had happened was that  in- 
stead of the land being cultivated, as Wake- 
field intended, an orgy of land speculation 
had begun, No one was bothering about 
cultivating land while money could be made 
easily by buying and selling land. The 
labourers had no work to de. They clamoured 
for Government assistance, and Gawler set 
then: to work on an elaborate programme of 
public buildings. He paid them, of course, 
with I.O.U.'s on London. Then came the 
sensational crash. The Exchequer refused to 

the bills. The infant colony was 


bankrupt. Gawler was recalled. 


The ship that brought the “recall” de. 
spatch also brought Gawler’s successor—Cap- 
tain George Grey, a slim young officer of 28. 
Grey immediately put a stop to the lavish 
expenditure on public works, and ruled with 
stern economy. This made him unpopular 
with many of the colonists. Even the blacks 
said: “No good Gubner Grey, berry good

VSHANT, STRANGE AND 
BEAUTIFUL 


o—_- 


Women do not often write of the sea. <A 
Frenchwoman, Mme. Yvonne Pagniez, has 
just written a book about which everyone is 
talking in France. Its title is ' Ouessant,”’ 
the name of the island we call Ushant. The 
book is full of the salt sea air. and the wide 
expanse of the sky, and the poetry of the 
breezes that float in lightly on the storm 
winds that rush in off the Atlantic. 

Ushant, known to foreigners for its power- 
fulJighthouse and as the scene of one of our 

ost terrible. tragedies. of the sea, -is an 


island of strangeness dnd beauty, twelve 
miles off aren It is an island worth 


exploring, and, though only a few miles 


‘s¢parate it from the mainland, it is an en- 


tirely different little world of its own. The 
strangeness lies in the wonderful quietude 
when the bustle of the little steamer has 
died down, and then in the discovery that 
it is almost an island of women, for the 
menfolk are nearly all sailors and away sail- 
ing the oceans of the world, 

bbed hair has not yet reached Ushant, 
hor probably ever will, All the women wear 
their hair long and hanging on their shoulders, 
so that eight, eighteen and eighty look very 
much alike from the back, and the congrega- 
tion on Sunday in the only church on the 
island is a strange display of long-haired 
women. 

The island boasts one small hotel, but the 
welcome there makes up for much. Away 
from the few houses clustered together down 
by the quay, the uplands spread a carpet of 


‘thick. gorse that ends abruptly where the 


rocks go down sheer to the water's edge, 
Centuries of wind have chiselled the rocks 
into strange shapes. Grelon, a king of legend, 
looks out sternly with flowing beard across 
the sea, and the two “‘sisters”’ sit side by 
side in giant shape, the head of one on the 
shoulder oí the other. 

Ushant is an island of strange superstitions 
and customs. ‘The boat made out of a hol- 
lowed rock in which St. Gildas floated from 
Ireland to this shore is pointed out at low 
tide, and the inhabitants have many tales of 
the ‘little people’ to tell, how when the 
tide gces down the rock pools are their 
palaces where they sort their I Of 
customs, none is more strange than that ol 
the “- proella.” When a sailor is lost at sea 
his family go to the church for a “‘ proella, “ 
which is a cross made of wax. Some say 
that in times long since past the cross was 
replaced by a waxed model of a man. The 
““proella,' about a foot long, is laid on a 
white cloth on a tab'e, and the family hght 
candles around it and watch over it as they 
would over a dead body, Next day it 1s 
taken to the church, carried on a square of 
linen laid over the hands of the widow or 
oth member of the family. At the church, 
after a service for the dead, it is placed in 
a box by the door, and once a year this box 
is ‘emptied and its contents laid to rest im 
the cemetery. 

Ushant, with its covering of green stubbly 
grass, its rocks, its houses painted vividly 
white, a landmark for the distant ship, with 
low walls, of slag before them that remind 
one of the dwellinzs in Scotland, looks beauti- 
ful in the sun and is one of the most 
glorious spot: for anygrte who delights in 
wild scenery. broad stfétch of sky and the 
pure fresh air that blows in from the At- 
lantic. But Ushant is never spoken of 
lightly. Its Breton name, Cuessant. means 
“island of dread.’ Island of dread it 1s, 
for in one square mile a hundred wrecks he 
on the ocean bed. 

Memories of wrecks are the theme of al- 
most every conversation. Of them all none 
is spoken of even now with more awe than 
the wreck of the Drummend Castle," which 
met its end here in the summer of 1896. 
The ship was on its way to England from 
South Africa. Next day it was to reach 
home. and all on board were making merry 
at a dance to celebrate the last night afloat, 
when with terrible suddenness the ship went 
on the rocks, and of the whole crew and 
hundreds of passengers only one man was 
saved, For davs the men and women of the 
island put out in boata to bring in the ter- 
rible death harvest of the sea, and even now 


the older women will, with tears in their eyes, 


tell of the little girl who was found floating 
on the waves, her arms stretched out, the 
wind filling her nightdress, so that she 
seemed, as one said, “an angel fiving on the 
water.” And this little English girl, fair and 
beautiful, was watched over by the strange 
peasant women of Ushant after they had 


dressed her in the most beautiful embroidered 


clothes that could be found, according to 
their custom, and followed to her grave by 
young Breton girls. The “English ceme- 
tery’’ is still pointed out near the shore. 
Others of the victims were buried in the 


churchyard of the island, to be joined many 
years later by other unknown English sailors 


who lost thei. lives in the war. 

The British Government, in recognition of 
the fine services of the islanders on the 
occasion of the wreck of the Drummond 
Castle, made crants of money and presented 
a cistern to the island, and Queen Victoria 
presented a magnificent bell to the church, 
só that when the faithfui are called to wor- 
ship on Sunday the bell that tolls rings out 
a message of British gratitude. 

Ushant is well worth a visit, and the sea 
journey from Conquet takes only a few 
hours, One could travel thousands of miles 
before finding so interesting a place.

SUFFERED FROM 
SLEEPLESSNESS 


Colonel Francis MeCrone Douie, D.S.O., 
M.C., aged 49, who was found lying dead in 


a field at St. Lawrence, near Ventnor, Isle 
of Wight, on Thursday, with termble head 
injuries, and with a shot-gun by his side, 
was the subject of an inquest at St, Lawrence 
yesterday. Colonel Douie, whose home address 
was Inglis read, Colchester, and who was the 
eldest son of Sir James MecCrone Dome, who 
died last March, was with his wife and two 
children on a visit to his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Liewellin. at Woolverton House, St. Lawrence: 


suffered from neurastheuin atefhtervals for the 
past ten vears. Three vears ago he under- 
went treatment at Netley Hospital, ' He had 
been much better until June of this year, 
when he had a return of sleeplessness, and 
worrted about various small matters. A week 
ago he consulted a Ventnor doctor, who saw 
him again the day before his death. On 
the night hefore he died her husband and she 
played bridge until after 11 p.m, The Colonel 
seemed restless during the night, and got up 
at about 6 a.m. on Thursday, saying that he 
was going to shoot rabbits. 

When he did not return to breakfast she 
searched the grounds, but did not find him. 
Later she went out again with her sister, Mrs, 
Twining, and they saw him lying dead at the 
foot of a haystack in a field. They obtained 
help. Her hushand had never threatened to 
take his life. and he left no letters. 

Medical evidence was given that the Colonel 
had complained of insomnia and of fits cf 
depression. He had shot himself in the 
mouth with a double-barrelied gun, apparently 
whilst seated on the ground, and leaning 
against a haystack. |

SMUGGLED CATTLE 
FOUND 
—- FC 
CONSTABLE BEFORE 
COURT OF INOUIR 
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From OUR CoORRESPONDEXT. 
NEWRY, Friday. 


At a court of inquiry in Newry to-day, 
before Mr. D. J, Small,’ Ranbridge. tile Mr, 
D. J. MeFarlane, Downpatrick, Constable 
William Finlay, R.U.C., of the Newry 
Customs Patrol, was charged: (1) That he 
was guilty of conduct to the prejadice of 
ood order, in that he, at Newry, on the 
Beth July last, gave information to one Robert 
Dixon to the effect that it would he safe to 
bring cattle into Northern Ireland by the old 
Dublin road on the night of 26-27 July, as 
the patrol was going to Carrickbroad, such 
information heing calculated to assist the 
illégal importation of dutiable goods into 
Northern Ireland; (2) that on the 30-Clst 
July he gave information calculated to assist 
in the illegal impertation of cattle by direct- 
ing Dixon to bring cattle in by the Flagstafi 
road; (3) that on the 30th July he, Mh 
been given directions, and being on patro 
the said night, did request the senior con- 
stable of the patrol, Constable J. Shea, whilst 
on duty on the Keggal road, to return via 
Cantlough—a route distant from that by 
which the cattle had been directed to be 
}imported, thereby altempting to facilitate the 
illegal importation of cattle. i 

Sergeant MeFetridge, the sergeant in 
charge of the Customs at Newry, said that 
in July the patrol consisted of Constables 
J. Shea. B. Malynn, William Finlay, George 
McFetrick, R. Mitchel, and M. H. Finney. 
On witness's return from leave in July he 
had certain suspicions about the patrol. In 
the 28th July “witness got confidential 
information regarding a suspected smuggler, 
and, as a result, on the night of the 30th he 
changed the times on the duty sheet. 
About 6 a.m. on the 31st July witness went 
to the barracks afier having received certain 
information regarding a number of cattle 
having been driven into Murphy's cattle yard 
about two and a half hours earlier. 


ON A LOFT 


Later witness entered the yard and found 
Constables Shea and Finlay in a loft in the 
yard. They came down when they saw witn- 
ness, He questioned them, and Constable 
Shea said that on the way from their patrol 
they found the tracks of cattle. Shea said 
he was cycling in front, and Constable Finlay 
said, ‘‘ Here s the fresh tracks of cattle.” and, 
following the tracks, they found the cattle in 
the vard 

Witness said he called the defendant aside 
and asked him what arrangements he had 
with a man named Dixon, and when he had 
seen him tast. Finlay turned very pale and 
almost faintec:. He started to cough, and 
asked for water as he was sick. Witness 
took him into a back vard and got him water. 
He then made a statement. 

Mr. Rutherford, for the defence, said the 
statement was obtained by questioning, and 
was, therefore, inadmissable. It would be a 
travesty of justive if it were admitted, tak- 
img ' to account the defendant's physical 
condition—having been out all night on 
dutv—and also who his questioner was. 

Witness said that there was no caution 
given to the defendant, beyond that witness 
intended to make a report following certain 
informations he had received. He didn't tell 
defendant that he need not make a statement 
unless he wished. : 

The Court decided not to admit the state- 
ment in evidence. ' ' : 

Witness added that the defendant gave an 
explanation regarding the statement, and 
witness afterwards had him paraded at the 
Bridewell before Sergeant Warrington, saying 
he would like the defendant to repeat the 
admissions he had made regarding smuggling. 
Defendant then made a statement similar to 
the first one. Witness then saw Dixon, who 
denied that he had had any talk with the 
defendant about the smuggling of cattle. 


A DENIAL 


Whilst Dixon's statement was being taken, 
Constable Finlay put it to him that they had 
arranged for the Friday and. Tuesday nights’ 
smuggling. Defendant added; "And you 
were at my house and 1 waa talking to you on 
Tuesday.” Dixon denied everything. 

Witness said that the cattle were found to 
be smuggled cattle and were sold by the 
Customs authorities. There was no smuggling 
conviction, nobody claiming the cattle. 

By Mr. Rutherford—It would be a lie il 
defendant swore that witness did not speak 
to him for some time after defendant joined 
the Customs patrol. He had no suspicions 
that defendant was placed on the patrol to 
watch witness and do police work, Witness 
never asked Constable Lyness to change an 
entry in the guard-book regarding defendant. 
He was not jealous of his men, but instead 
encouraged them. 

Sergeant Warrington gave evidence as to 4 
statement made in bis presence by the defend- 
ant and Constable Shea, who was on patrol 
duty with the defendant on the night in 
question, and described how they followed 
tracks of cows from near the border to a 
vard at Newry, where they found 135 cows. 
They concealed themselves in a loft for one- 
and-a-half hours, waiting to see if anybody 
would come for the cows. 

The inquiry was adjourned till Monday. 


CIVIL SERVANT'S 
DEATH 


VERONAL FOUND IN 


The resumed inquest at Dorking yesterday 
on Phyllis Maric Shakespear (43), of Chelsea. 
who was found dead on a copse at Holm- 
wood, near Dorking, :esulted in a verdict of 
suicide while of unsound mind being re- 
turned. Ths inquiry had been adjourned 
from August 17 so that an analysis might be 
made of certain organs. 

Miss Shakespear, who was a Ministry of 
Labour official, disappeared from her Chelsea 
flat, and her body was discovered a month 
later after intensive search. 

The Coroner said that the report of the 
Home Office analyst showed that fifty grains 
or more of veronal were found in the organs. 
This was the cause of Miss Shakeapeat's 
death. The police had been unable to dis- 
cover where the veronal was obtained. 

No further evidence was taken yesterday.

CboNgL, LAWRENCE’S much-dis- 
cussed translation of the Odysse 
treats the epic frankly as a novel: If 
understand Lawrence aright, the theory is 
that Homer would have been a novelist: if 
he had} lived in the twentieth century of 
our era instead of in the ninth (was it 
ot?) before our era dawned. Much the 
same was said about St. Paul. Someone 
{firmed that the Apostle of the Gentiles, 
Í he had lived in our century, would have 
ounded a newspaper. After all, every age 
has ats own mode. Nobody with a long 
war story to tell about the events of 1914: 
1918 would do it in verse ; although, to be 
sure, Mr. Shane Leslié wrote a verse 
report, highly technical and yet passing 
zood sa as poetry, of the Battle of 
Jutiand, 
_No doubt the novel has slain the epic. 
Verse was the thing when compositions 
were transmitted orally, or were preserved 
n slowly-written, slowly-read manuscript. 
Vrint has made such quiek readers of us 
t we cannot endure verse now in long 
stretches. We want our tales in chunks. 
lle eye flies over prose. We can skim the 
‘acts about a battle from, say, Conan 
Doyle's fine story of Waterloo; but an 
epic poet holds us down to every detail. 
The Divine Comedy is a work which 
‘ould make a good novel, if only Dante 
irished in our age and realised the 
antages of a smooth prose over terza 
no matter how elegant. The 
uthor’s chief difficulty, I think, would 
found in the law relating to libel, to 
nothing of the political indignation 
it he would draw on himself by relegat- 
his deceased opponents to low circles 
Inferno. A modern Inferno isa 
rk at which I would like to try my 
hand, I confess, if given Dante’s 
erty. 
Yet it is likely enough that Dante would 
have used prose hac he written in our 
wn times. The pen-painting of the 
avens would have had a larger sweep, 
the dialogue would have carried more 
haracter, and the portions which really 
alled for poetry, such as St. Bernard’s 
mh. would have broken naturally into 
yrical verse. 
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Wanted: A Yeats for Scotland 


Would there have been a modern Irish 
literary movement if there had not been 
a W. B. Yeats? This questidn rose in my 
mind after the reading of two new books. 
One book was that in which Mr. W. G. 
Fay tells the story of the Abbey Theatre. 
A Seot, in a Foreword. tells how Mr. Fay 
was invited to Scotland, and how an effort 
was made to found a Scottish National 
Theatre in the manner aí the Abbey. Of 
the Scottish playwrights, John Brandanec 
was, perhaps, the most promising ; but the 
desired movement did not follow Mr 
Fay’s efforts in aid of Scottish friends. 
Something was lacking—a personality, a 
centre, a sun for the planets. 


Granted, the War interrupted the 
Scottish writers’ work before it was near 
maturity. There was John Ferguson, 


author of “Campbell of Kilmhor,” a 
vigorous little tragedy which has been 
seen on the Irish stage. He turned to the 
writing of spy and detective stories, and 
the Seottish stage got no more from him. 
Who was the author of “ Bunty Pulls 
the Strings.”” a Scottish comedy that had 
a considerable vogue about the year 1913? 
Í remember enjoying it heartily during its 
long tun at the Haymarket, in London. 
and I wonder that it has not been revived 
in recent years. I daresay that there 
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are enough Scots 


of talent resident 
in Dublinge*to give . use | dramatic 
company and at least an amateur 
periormance of.“ Bunty '—it would need 
Scots with their rich accent to tarry off so 
racy a piece. We would enjoy the rarity. 
The other book which made me ask 
questions is ‘‘ Towards a New Scotland,” 
an anthology of tales, essays, verses, 
music, drawings by living Scottish writers, 
edited by J. H. Whyte (London: Macle- 
hose, 8s. 6d. net). I find the contents 
varied in interest. One essayist is good on. 
Spengler, another on Twentieth Century 
Prose. I did not know that Rebecca West 
was a Scotswoman till I came on her re- 
marks in this book on Walter Scott. Hugh 
MacDiarmid has some good verses. How- 
ever, I find little sign of unity among these 
authors. They seem to be held together by 
a wholly accidental nerus. Ha they a 
Yeats to give them unity of purpose or of 
vision, I dare say that they would do 
greater things instead of lapsing into 


London journalism.

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I am glad to see that Seamus MacCall’s 
novel, “ Gods in Motley,’’ continues to 
find praise from the cross-Channel re- 
viewers. I myself have just read it with 
very considerable enjoyment—particularly 
of the South American half. There is one 
admirable scene where Darry Bowen, 
having made the startling admission 
to a respectable, straight-laced company, 
largely English in composition, that he 
had been a member of the L.R.A., finds an 
unexpected ally in the most complete 
Englishman present; and there is one 
Juan Moreno, Bowen’s assi ‘ant, whose 
inéervention in the story gives me positive 
delight. ‘‘ Gods in Motley ” deserves the 
praise it has received. 


Shakespeare Up-to-date 


A hot controversy is raging in The 
Wimes Literary Supplement over the new 
Temple Shakespeare—the pocket edition 
of the plays which Messrs. Dent are bring- 
ing out, two volumes at a time. It seems 
that. for some years no edition of 


Shakespeare of one volume to one play has 


been ‘available. When we go to see 
‘‘ Hamlet”’ or the “ Merchant of Venice” 
we want the text in our pockets in order to 
read over ¢he fine speeches in the inter- 
vals, relishing again MacLiammoir’s 
declamation or McCormick’s fine enuncia- 
tion. In the Temple volumes we have 
what we desire. Fhe volumes have the 
exquisite neatness, the typographic taste, 
which we expect in all that comes from 
the house of.

review it is not possible to describe the 
principles of this particular method, 
except to say, for the benefit of those who 
are entirely unacquainted with it, that it 
is a method of angling which presents the 
fly in an entirely natural manner, and 
which ensures that the fish, having taken 
the fly, is soundly hooked. The line is 
used as a float for, and controlling agent 
of, the fly, which is suspended just beneath 
the surface of the water. 


Birth of the Idea 


Mr. Wood's fishing activities were con- 
fined mainly to Scotland, and particularly 
to the Aberdeenshire Dee at Cairnton : but 
in actual fact this. method of fishing first 
occurred to him while he was in Ireland. 
Under the title of “The Birth of the Idea,” 
Mr. Wood has recorded how on one afternoon 
in July, 1903, he was fishing an Irish 
river. The weather had been very hot and 
dry, so that the river had dropped con- 
siderably and was very clear. Having 
had no sport all day, he sat down to rest 
beside a pool full of salmon that had 
steadily refused to take his flies. Seeing 
one fish and then another rise, he went to 
the head of the pool, which consisted of 
an eel-weir, and there he found a number 
of salmon lying with their noses pushed 
up to the sill, and taking a white moth 
floating on the water, Happening to have 
a white moth trout-fly, Mr. Wood tied it 
on the cast, and, holding the gut in his 
hand, he dibbed the fly over the fish as 
he sat on the plank-bridge over the weir. 
After severa: changes of tactics, and by 
letting go the cast at the right moment, 
he succeeded in dropping the fly into the 
open mouth of one of the fish that came 
io it. Picking up his rod, and running 
off the bridge and downstream, during 
which time the line and cast were slack, 
Mr. Wood found that the salmon had 
hecked itself. He then says: ~ The final 
advance came when I started using a 
greased line to assist in keeping the fly 
in the right position, and I thus evolved 
out of a simple experiment what has 
become a most interesting mode of salmon

ERE are between 175,000 and 200,000 

species of flowering plants known in 
the world to-day. Of these about 60,000 
species are found in tropical South 
America alone. This information con- 
vinces a humble Irish gardener that he 
must travel if he is to see what Nature 
can do in the beauty of petals and in 
foliage of subtle tints. Happily, Mr. 
Kingdon Ward has travelled, has: seen, 
has recorded. 

“The Romance of Gardening’’ is a 
book well named. The author carries us 
to the Himalayas or to deep Brazil, show- 
ing us with a vivid pen, or with exquisite 


photographs, the splendours of Nature’s 
own gardens. We learn to recognise the 
world in our own flower-beds. Neither 


tropical Africa. nor tropical Asia, we read, 
has given ‘gs any hardy plants; but 
Mexico ser us all our Dahlias, and some 
species of Calceolaria and Cosmos. As for 
Cosmos, this plant is favoured in Indian 
gardens, and has travelled thence to Tibet. 

Most of our Antipodean plants—and 
they are not few—come from New Zealand. 
Captain Cook and other voyagers saw the 
luxuriant vegetation of New Zealand with 
astonishment. '' To one brought up amidst 
orthodox vegetation it must have been a 
flamboyant nightmare’’; for the Olearia, 
the daisy tree, was new to Northern eyes 
then, and Veronica in shrubs replaced our 
blue Speedwell.

E have commended several of Mr. 
Donald Maxwell’s fine books on the 
English counties since the series began 
nearly ten years ago.

RE tragedy of the House of Stuart is 
an inexhaustible theme. Mr. Grant 
Franeis’s book, ‘‘ Scotland’s Royal Line,” 
published seven years ago, traced the fate 
of all the monarchs of the line, dark to a 
degree that almost prompts superstition. 
The same theme is undertaken by Miss 
Scott, with certain differences. 

First, Miss Scott merely sketches the 
lives of the early Stuarts, and begins in 
earnest only with James V. of Scotland ; 
she also ignores the Stuarts in exile— 
those three piteous and brilliant figures. 
Secondly, Miss Scott is a more scholarly 
or academic writer than Mr. Grant; her 
book is weightier history. Thirdly, and as 
a consequence, Miss Scott is more tem- 
perate in admiration. She takes from 
Mary Queen of Scots some of her tradi- 
tional glory. Perhaps, there is a touch 
of salt denigration here. 

Of Ireland, in the chapter on James I1., 
Miss Scott writes not quite justly. She 
ridicules the supposed Jacobite loyalty of 
the Irish; and there she is wrong. She 
says that the Irish under Tyrconne! sought 
‘‘the extirpation of Protestants.’’ That 
may be believed to this day in Belfast, 
but it is not true.

Enchained by Thoughts 


These ideas are certainly not lacking 
promises, but one cannot help wondering 
whether any. system is capable of leading 
us out of our difficulties. Henry Bergson, 
the philosopher, expressed this very well 
when speaking recently on the pre- 
sent crisis: “ We are over-occupied with 
the enchainment of thoughts, and not 
sufficiently occupied with the creation of 
emotions. Yet in the history of human 
societies it has ever been found that de- 
cisive progress has only been accomplished 
on the appearance of men who, as it were, 
re-charge the air with electricity, and 
create around them an emotional atmo- 
sphere.” One is inclined to doubt whether 
such men would find surroundings favour- 
able to their development in the France of 
to-day; for, as André Maurois himself 
said regretfully not long ago: ‘* Move- 
ments ‘of collective’ enthusiasm, save in 
cases of attack by a foreign country, are 
difficult to create in France, for political 
divisions are too deep,” adding: “ In 
America, to he. a_ Republican or a 
Democrat is of little doctrinal importance. 
In England, to be a Conservative or a 
follower of Labour is but a point of view 
in a country where points of view are 
often vague and variable. In France, 
however, to belong to the Left or the Right, 
is a passion, often hereditary,” 

However, even if their works do not 
succeed in setting their country on the 
path of the revolution they desire, Messrs. 
Aron and Dandieu remind us that the

‘same causes. It was issued at five 
per cent. at a time when money was dear, 


‘Vand the payment of the interest has been 


a heavy burden on successive Free State 
Budgets. Money is cheaper now, and the 
Free State Government, like that of Great 
Britain, has decided to take advantage of 
the situation. The old loan will be con- 
verted to a loan with a lower interest 
yield—probably, the figure will be in the 
neighbourhood of three and a half per 
cent.—the taxpayer will be saved money, 
and the investor, although his dividend 
will decrease, still will be getting as good 
a return for his investment as he would 
get from any other “ gilt-edged’’ stock 
of recent issue. There is no reason to 
fear that the proposed conversion scheme 
will not be sudfessful. The British 
scheme—the first of its kind—may have 
been embarked upon with some misgiv- 
ings, but the result showed that it was 
fully justified; for the great majority of 
investors chose to convert their holdings, 
rather than to exchange them for cash, 
The same success ought to attend the Free 
State plan. The banks and public bodies, 
which own most of the stock in the First 
National Loan, are almost certain to 
choose conversion, and most of the private 
investors in all probability will follow their 
lead. 


An Eastern Portent 


Just three years ago Mr. de Valera 
presided over that Council of the League 


of Nations which decreed the recognition 


of the Kingdom of Iraq as a sovereign, 

independent nation. A few days later, 

in the Assembly, Sir J6hn Simon and the 
Aga Khan welcomed the Arab Kingdom 
to the comity of nations, and spoke of the 
vast antiquity in the history of civilisa- 
tion and religion which was recalled by 
the revival of that region between the 
rivers, immemorial Mesopotamia. The 
moment stirred all thoughtful minds. A 
sad disappointment followed. Within two 
years the Arabs attacked the Assyrians 
who dwelt within their borders, and the 
world was horrified by reports of a 
massacre which recalled the doings of the 
Turks in Armenia. Since 1933 the 
Assyrians have lived in Iraq territory on 
uneasy sufferance. They are reckoned to 
be nearly 30,000 strong, and have been 
settled in Iraq ever since they took refuge 
there from Turkish rule, when Britain 
held a mandate over that region. An 
appeal on behalf of the unfortunates tells 
that they dwell in. the Iraq towns cnly 
under police protection; they hardly can 
wring a living from the scanty land at 
their disposal, and they live in daily fear 
of fresh attacks. By the good offices of 
a committee of the League of Nations the 
permission of the French Government has 
been secured for their settlement in Syria, 
in a valley of the River Orontes. It is 
estimated that cost of transport will 
amount to £750,000; and this sum will 
leave nothing available for the draining 
of marshes and founding of villages, 
without which the immigrants will be in 
a still desperate plight. The Iraq Govern- 
ment has offered a sum of £125,000 towards 
the transportation of the unwelcome 
guests.

Here we behold one more of those dis- 

illusionments which sobered the idealistic 

world of the Peace Conferences and the 

years of reconstruction. The inhospitable | 
conduct of free Iraq is-all the more sad- 

dening when we remember that the 

Assyrians lost their homes in Turkish 

land through their service to the Allied 

Powers. The Assyrians fought for the 

overthrow of the Turkish Empire; that 

empire fell, and Iraq rose on portion of 

its ruins. It might be thought that free 

Arabs would welcome settlers who had 

fought to make them free; but that would 

he to expect more generosity from human 

nature than human nature since the 

World War has shown itself to possess. 

Poland won her age-sought independence 

from Prussia and. Russia, and proceeded 

to wrest a treasured city from her weak 

neighbour and old ally, Lithuania. Croats 

and Slovenes broke free from the detested 

Austrian yose, and one of these comrades 

in revolt proceeded to submit the other to 

virtual disfranchisement. Self-determina- 

tion was the plea on which old domina- 

tions were destroyed, but those who 

gained by it displayed little readiness to 

extend its benefits to those who came 

within their own power, Perhaps, the in- 

tolerance of the modern State is the 

ugliest symptom of the world’s condition. 

In former times a change of rulers might 

be good or might be bad, and yet might 
mean little to the common man. In 

t | village communes Christian groups lived 


in their traditional manner under 
Turkey's Moslem rule. Tribes whick 


differed in language, faith, and even 
_| colour, dwelt side by side in peace over

In European lands there lingers an ‘ideal 
of liberty which still makes difficult the 
progress of the “ totalitarian ” State; but 
what may we expect of half. barbaric 
peoples when they are armed with Europe's 
machines and inspired by Europe’s new 
ideas? An Arab State, clambering rapidly 
to power, persuaded that progress requires 
uniform and compulsory schooling and the 
registration of all its citizens for taxation 
and conscription—how shall such a State 
possess a nice conscience towards minori- 
ties? In the present decade, virtually 
every coloured tribe in the world has taken 
up mechanism with a zeal that surprises 
the inventors. Soon all the hitherto back- 
ward peoples will be abreast of Europe in 
the command of material science. “ We 
are amazed,’’ writes a noted French author, 
“at the eagerness, the pleasure, and the 
ease with which primitive people and 
members of ancient outworn civilisations are 
adapting themselves to. ,. . ultra-modern 
existence for which they are quite unpre- 
pared.’’ The motor car, the cinematograph, 
the telephone and gramophone, radio 
and aircraft—all have reached the utter- 
most wilds in a brief ten years. Must we 
not fear that the fate of the Assyrian 
tribe, hunted from progressive Iraq, is but 
a foretaste of what we will see throughout 
the backward continents when barbarian 
peoples are completely armed with the 
means of “ totalitarian’’’ rule, and are not 
restrained by some humane ideal, now far 
to seek ? 
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Beef for Britain 


There has been a strong rumour for some. 
time across the Channel that the negotia- 
tions between Great Britain, on the one 
hand, and the Governments of Australia 
and New Zealand, on the other, have 
broken down. For many weary months 
the representatives of the three nations 
have struggled to find a “ formula ”’ which 
will solve the thorny question. of Britain’s 
meat imports. Britain insists that 
Australia and New Zealand shall send less 
meat to her shores; for the voice of her 
farmers, urging that, while the market is 
glutted with unlimited supplies of frozen 
and chilled meat from the Antipodes, they 
cannot hope to restore their waning 
fortunes, may not be denied. The two 
Dominions, on the contrary, are impelled 
by stark need. Since the bottom has 
dropped out of the world markets, they 
can find no outlet except in Britain. If 
her ports should be closed against their 
meat, or, even if they should be forced to 
restrict their exports to her, ruin would 
face them. On that account they must 
make the best possible bargain with the 
United Kingdom ; and the. process of offer 
and counter-offer which has marked the 
course of the negotiations has led more 
than once to hard feelings between the 
Dominions and the mother country. 
Britain, of course, desires above al] things 
that Australia and New Zealand shall not 
be alienated from her; for the establish- 
ment of a sound system of imperial trade 
is in the forefront of the National Govern- 
ment’s programme. The position is 
delicate in the extreme, and nobody would 
be greatly surprised if the negotiations 
should fall to the ground. Nevertheless, 
it appears that the latest rumour of their 
failure is unsupported. The negotiating 
parties have not contrived to reach agree- 
ment in detail, but they still recognise the 
principle that some limit must be applied 
to the British sales of the two Dominions. 
The original plan holds. Australia and 
New Zealand must content themselves with 
‘he despatch of smaller quantities of meat 
to Britain ; and the meat, when it arrives 
at her wharves, will be subjected to a levy, 
which will go to subsidise the British 
farmers. By this means something will be 
done to reduce the difference that exists 
at present between the price of fresh meat 
to the consumer and the price of frozen or 
chilled meat; and the British cattle- 
breeding and sheep-breeding industry will 
receive a sorely needed fillip. It is un- 
fortunate that the farmers of the two 
Dominions must be penalised, even to a 
small degree ; yet there is no other course 
which the British Government can adopt, 
unless it is willing to sacrifice what re- 
mains the most important industry within 
the United Kingdom’s borders. 


Leviathan 


There was a period in the world’s 
history when ships were designed 
primarily to conquer the Seven Seas ; but 
nowadays the main object of ocean-going 
vessels is to persuade the traveller that 
he has never left the security of his own 
home. When the Queen Mary was 
launched eleven months ago, she weighed 
but a bare 40,090 tons. At that time she 
was an empty hulk—according to the 
standards of modern ocean*travel. Within 
her vast hull there were no swimming 
baths, no staterooms, no cocktail bars ; 
and yet, ihe her unfinished condition, she 
would have astounded the mariners of old. 
They built their ships to withstand 
storms; but in the twentieth century 
storms can be reckoned among the things 
that do not matter, and wind resistance 
and a stream-lined hull are the chief 
concern of the naval architect. Although 
the Queen Mary was launched nearly a 
year ago, it will take a further nine 
months’ labour before the huge ship will 
be ready to leave the Clydebank anchorage 
where she now lies.

It was hardly nine years 
ago that she came to us like a fairy prin- 
cess in an atmosphere of grace and love 
of youth and happiness.” 

After emphasising the devotion to 
family life in Belgium and the example 
set by the Queen, the Premier continued: 

“Who would not have envied her—a 
beloved Queen, a gifted woman, and the 
mother of three fine children? Yet a single 
moment was enough for a tragic accident 
to sweep away everything—both the reality 
of the present and the promises of the 
future.

“ Is there really some mysterious law 
that ensures that everything which is 
greatest, purest and the most beautiful 
should last only for a short time?’ 

He appealed to his listeners to remember 
those who remained, the King, whose heart 
was broken, but whose courage was un- 
shaken ; the Royal children, whose mother 
had kissed them good-bye the evening 
before the catastrophe; the dynasty, and 
the thousands of poor and weak for whom 
the Queen cared so deeply. 

“Once again all Belgium suffers in 
unison,’’ the Premier concluded. ‘‘ Just 
as we did on the morrow of the death of 
King Albert, let us rally round the Throne 
and round King Leopold. Let us give the 
King, who, with the vigour of his youth, 
has devoted his life to Belgium, the con- 
solation of seeing that the whole nation 
around him is but a single family.

GREAT EDUCATORS

The Times, in concluding a leading 
article to-day, says —The century of the 
Great Western Railway has seen the pas- 
sage from one extreme to the other. Even 
fifty years ago the average man’s radius 
of movement was confined, hut for the 
railways, to ten miles from his home. To 
carry goods swiftly from place to place 
was inevitably to increase the comfort 
and well-bemng of men—and, therewith, 
the likelihood of their being virtuous and 
happy. But the railways did more than 
that. They brousht within reach of all, 
little by little, the power of travel, and 
with it the enlargement of mind and the 
increase of knowledge and of interest, 
which, in themselves, are nothing but 
goud. Long before the days when, by 
means of through trains over the Great 
Western and other lines, it became pos- 
sible to travel from Birkenhead to Bourne- 
mouth, from Manchester to Portsmouth, 
from Hull to South Wales without chang- 
ing, the whole land began to be opened 
up before the dwellers in any part of it, 
and the joy in moving about, not yet 
heightened into a craze, brought new 
opportunity and power into many 
straitened lives. The railways have been 
great educators, and by no means the least 
beneficial pert of their work has been the 
carrying of poor people, and especially of 
aes children, out of squalid urban homes 
or holidays in the country. 

The modern age, like the age when the 
Great Western Railway was new, is in- 
clined. to despise the past, and those who 
so wished would find no difficulty in show- 
ing that the railways, even the much-loved 
Great Western, had sometimes behaved as 
if the public was made for the railways, 
not the railways for the public. Yet it is 
not unlikely that in time to come men may 
look back enviously upon the railway era 
as that which was the most efficient and, 
therefore, the happiest in its conduct of 
the good and the it in speed.

BRITISH SUBJECTS’ 
POSITION 


HE Ethiopian Legation in London last 
night issued the following official 
statement :'— 

“The Ethiopian Government much 
appreciate the sympathetic offer of Euro- 
peans who wish to serve Ethiopia in her 
trouble, but, as they are unacquainted with 
the language of the country, the Ethiopian 
Government fears that they will not be of 
any use in directing or aiding its soldiers. 
Hence the Government are unable to 
utilise their valuable offer of service.” 

It is learned that 2,500 offers to fight for 
Abyssinia have been received at the Leya- 
tion. 

The British. Foreign Office last night 
issued an official statement pointing out 
that it would be an offence for any British 
subject to “ accept without His Majesty’s 
licence any commission or engagement in 
the military or naval service of any foreign 
State at war with any foreign State at 
peace with His Majesty.’’ 

The statement referred to the possibility 
that British subjects or protected persons 
anticipating an outbreak of hostilitics 
between Italy and Ethiopia ‘‘ may be con- 
templating enlistment in the forces of one 
or other of these countries.’’ 

It drew the attention of the general 
public to Article 25 of the Ethiopia Order 
in Council, 1934, which states that any 
British subject who, without His Majesty's 
authority, levies war or takes part in any 
operation of war or hostilities in Ethiopia, 
either for or against the Emperor, Ruler 
or Government of Ethiopia, ' shall be 
guilty of a grave offence against this 
Order, and, on conviction thereof, shall be 
liable to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for any term not exceeding 
two years, and with or without a fine not 
exceeding £500, or to a fine not exceeding 
£500 without imprisonment.”’

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Sir Percival Phillips, in a telegram to 
the Daily Telegraph from Addis Ababa, 
reveals that the Emperor has granted to 
British and American interests the sole 
rights to oil, minerals and other natural 
resources over half the Empire 
Abyssinia for seventy-five years.

AIR WARNING CAUSES 


ANXIETY

Gloom is growing ip official circles here 
over the chances of $ pacific solution of 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute. . The recent 
order of the Emperor regarding the 
measures to be taken against air attacks 
has created anxiety among the popula- 
tion, especially among old persons, women 
and children. 

Well-informed persons do not expect a 
sudden air attack. It is stated that the 
only vulnerable points are the Imperial 
Palace, dépéts, the 1adio station and the 
aerodrome fields. 

The army in -the north mountainous 
regions has been considerably reinforced. 
Its fighting strength is given as between 
300,000 and 400,000 men. Here trenches 
are being dug and obstructions in the 
shape of walls of stone are being put up, 
with the aim, according to the builders, 
of disorganising any tank attack. In the 
south preparations are less advanced. 


AMMUNITION SCARCE 


The moral of the troops is excellent, but 
there is stated to be only enough ammuni- 
tion for three days in a battle of modern 
character. 

To-day workmen began excavating a 
cavern in the rocky bank of the River 
Kabana at the instance of the German 
Legation for the protection of the fifty or 
so German subjects in the event of air 
raids.

PREVIOUS MISHAPS 


The Ramillies left Sheerness yesterday 
for Portland to assemble with other war- 
ships and their units of the Home Fleet. 
She is a Royal Sovereign class battleship 
of 29,150 tons displacement, carrying a 
complement of over 1,000 men. She was 
completed in 1917 by Cammell, Laird and 
Co. at Liverpool at a cost of £4,000,000, 
and there was a mishap at her launch. 
On January 15th, 1930, she went aground on 
a mud bank at the entrance to Valetta 
Harbour. In the Battle of Jutland the 
Ramillies was hit several times by German 
shells, while a model of her carried on 
board was also struck by piecés of shell. 

For eighteen months, up till August. 
1934, the Ramillies was under dockyard 
control, and about £469,000 was spent on 
her. She sailed on September 17th, 1934, 
for Gibraltar, replacing the Royal Oak 
in the First Battle Squadron. The 
Ramillies afterwards exchanged crews at 
Sheerness with Valiant, and went into the 
Home Fleet Second Battle Squadron, and 
Valiant into the First Battle Squadfon, 
Mediterranean Fleet. This was done in 
order to bring all the ships of the Royal 
Sovereign class into the Home Fleet, and 
all ships of the Queen Elizabeth class into 
the. Mediterranean Fleet. The Command- 
ing Officer of the Ramillies is Captain A. 
H. Taylor, O.B.E. Before she went to 
the Mediterranean, Ramillies was a 
familiar sight in home ports, and during 
Cowes week in 1931 many dances were held 
aboard her. 

When the Ramillies sailed from Sheer- 
ness yesterday a number of other ships 
left to assemble with their units in the 
Home Fleet. They were the battle cruiser 
Renown, the cruisers Orion and Cairo, 
and the destroyers Foxhound, Comet, 
Valorous, Fortune, Escort, Encounter, 
Crescent, Electra and Firedrake. The 
weather was very bad in the Channel last 
night, and drove a large number of 
vessels to shelter. Rain accompanied the 
gale from the south. 

The Eisenach was built in 1922 for the 
Nord Deutscher-Lloyd Line. 

When news of the collision was broad- 
cast last night dozens of relatives 
telephoned to the Admiralty. 

It is understood that the Fisenach is 
not making water. The Ramillies, which 
is standing by, has suffered minor 
damage above water forward. 

At Dover visibility. was limited to about 
four miles. The Dover tug Lady Dun- 
cannon went out at about nine o'clock, 
and an hour later it was reported that the 
Ramillies had her searchlights turned on 
the other vessel. People gathered on the 
front at Folkestone at midnight saw 
visibility improve, and the two vessels 
could be seen between four and five miles 
from the shore. They appeared to be 
stationary. The Ramillies had one of 
her searahlights on the starboard side 
focussed on the disabled German boat, 
which was lying some distance away with 
her bows to the shore.

Dr. Murphy, M.A., Professor of English 
at University College, Galway, comment-

““ Perhaps, the grim silence of the first 
night audience as the curtain fell may 
have a salutory effect in furthering one or 
other of these hopes.’’

NEWSPAPER CRITICISM 


‘With regard to the leading article in 
a certain Dublin daily, we wish to pro- 
test that, obtuse as we are, we see in it if) 
another attempt to tell us and the Irish 
people generally that we do not under- 
stand ssthetic principles.

WITH MURDER 


POLICE EVIDENCE OF

RTHUR CHARLES MORTIMER, a 
A lance-corporal in the Ist Battalion 
Welch Regiment, was at Aldershot 
esterday charged with the murder of Miss 
Phyllis Doreen Oakes, aged 21, at Winchfield 
on August 8 The hearing was adjourned 
until kriday, Mortimer being remanded to 
Brixton gaol. 

Miss Oakes was fatally injured on August 
8, when, it is alleged, she was knocked off 
her bicycle by a motor car. Seven charges 
were preferred against Mortimer, the other 
six alleging the theft of cars and attacks on 
women. 

Counsel for the prosecution alleged that 
Mortimer, who lived out of quarters with his 
wife, deliberately ran down Miss Oakes when 
driving a stolen car, the girl and her cycle 
being carried along on the front of the 
vehicle, She died two days later. 

Detective-Sergeant H. E. Stone, of the 
Guildford’ Borough’ police, described the 
police car’s pursuit of the other car, The 
driver of the police car, he said, drove across 
the path of the approaching car, which 
mounted the footpath and got clear, It 
accelerated, and, a little further on, a con- 
stable ran in-frent of the car and shouted 
to the driver to stop, but the other car was 
driven straight at him, and he jum out 
of the way just in time. The constable threw 
his truncheon at the car, but it fell short. 
The car entered the Guildford by-pass, and 
was driven verv fast and recklessly, he said. 
The speedometer of the police car was regis- 
tering 65 miles per hour, Finally, the other 
car reached the traffic block ; oo pen 
attempted to mount the footpath, and get 
down the street, but collided with a 
stationary vehicle and came to a standstill. 


A STATEMENT 


At the polics station Mortimer was told 
that. a young woman had been knocked off her 
bicycle, and he said—' 1 saw a cycle and 
handbag in the road. I picked up the bag 
and 1 saw the girl in the ditch. 1 was going 
to the girl when I thought I might get the 
blame, so I drove off. I refused to stop 
because I wanted to get away from every- 
thing, and I did not know what I was doing.”

It states :—** The hour has struck. At Jast, 
after vears of patient submission to slave-like 
conditions of labour, the miners have decided 
to press their claim for the payment of rea- 
sonable rates of wages. 

“The wages of the minews are a disgrace 
to a civilised community ; mining has become 
a sweated industry. housands of mine 
workers receive less than £2 a week. 

“The owners believe that the miners will 
not force their claim to an issue. They be- 
lieve that the miners were hopelessly de- 
feated in 1926, and that they will not face 
another stoppage. That is a very unwise 
assumption. e miners, it is true, do not 
want another stoppage. A stoppage of work 
in the coal industry would ruinous to 
everybody. The last one cost the country 
handreds of millions of" pounds. Surely, in 
these days it will not be necessary for the 
miners to withdraw their labour in order to 
secure their elementary rights. 

‘Yet, if the owners persist in their present 
attitude, that possibility. will become a cer- 
tainty. The miners want justice, and this 
time they are determined to secure it. 

““A stoppage of work can be averted only 
if the force of pablia opinion is strong enough 
to compel the owners to adopt a more reason- 
able attitude to their employés.”’

The death of a seaman on board the steam 
trawler, Hibernia, following an _ accident 
thirty miles off Lambay Island early yester- 
day morning, was investigated at an. inquest 
in the Dublin City Morgue yesterday, Owned 
by Messrs. Hewett’s Steam Fishing Com 
pany, of Dock road, Fleetwood, the trawler 
was ‘‘shooting the gear at ó a.m. 
Joseph Scott, aged 58 years, single, of Fleet- 
am was struck on the head with the otte1 
board—part of the fishing gear. The boat at 
once put into the Port of Dublin, but Scott 
was dead before the boat docked. 

The captain (Mr. Wilham 
Alderly road, Hoylake, Cheshire) said that 
he was on the bridge during the process of 
shooting the gear overboard, when the mete 
cried to him to stop the boat. He did so, and 


when 


went down on deck, where he found that 
Scott when leaning over the side of the I cat 
had been struck on the head with the ctter 
board. This, he explained to the City 


Coroner (Dr. D. A. MackEriean), was a beavy 
board, nine feet long and four broad, to 
which the net was attached by means of iron 
brackets. Scott was an experienced man and 
had a master’s certificate. He had been on 
two previous trips with him. The pear was 
in perfect order., as were the pulleys by 
which the otter board was swung he 
side of the boat. 

George Blundell, the mate, identified the 
body, and said that after the accident Scott 
was taken, unconscious, to the forecastle and 
treated for his injuries. He had been doing 
his usual work at the time of the accident. 

Dr. J. P. Shanley said that death was due 
to shock following rupture of the spine and 
other injuries. The man’s jaw was fractured, 
probably by the side of the boat when his 
head was caught between it and the otter- 
board, 

The jury returned a verdict of “ accidental 
death.’

THE HURLING FINAL 


Limerick Expected to Retain the 


| (By PAT’O.) 


| N more ways than one we may call Kil- 

| kenny “the home ot hurling.” “The 
| well-known Statute of 1367 was directed 
| to tram the youth of the city in arche 


_and swordsmanship. That Statute prohibited 


| the playing of the small ball on the ground 
with a crooked stick,” as offering too much 
attraction for the youth of the City of Kil- 
kenny and to the detriment of the arts of war. 

Right down through the Butler régime in 

Ormonde there is a continuous reference to 
_huyling in the officia’ records. The game 
| was favoured by the Norman gentry. of the 
i 17th and 18th centuries. They promoted 
| big matches for heavy wagers between their 
_tenantry, captained the teams themselves, and 
_took the lead in subsequent evening enter- 
| tainments. 

Finn’s Leinster Journal of 1768-70 has fre- 
| qonns references to lg hurling matches at 
ithe Fair -— Urlingford, at Gowran, 
_and at the Greeh-of-Gurteen, near Durrow, 

on the Kilkenny-Leix botder. Two hundred 
guineas a-side was a frequent wager, and 
how much more was privately staked has 
not been recorded. Hurling was popular in 


| Kilkenny long years before the G.A.A. was 
_ established, and such names as Grace, Roch- 
| ford and Anthony figure in the records ot 
| the county. With the coming of the G.A.A. 
| Kilkenny took a big share in the games. A 
i member of the Grace family of CE win 
_ was leader of the ‘‘ Invasion” team of 1888 


and Kilkenny lost to Kilfinane (Limerick) 
by a single score in the 1897 championship. 


A GREAT RECORD 


In the twentieth century Kilkenny have 
the better record, though Limerick were 
never far out of the reckoning. Kilkenny. 
won seven championships between 1905 and 
1913—a_ record which will not be beaten in 
our time. As a result of this remarkable 
run there are four Kilkenny men who hold 
seven All-Ireland medals—‘* Drug’’ Walsh 
and Dick Doyle, of Mooncoin; Tobe Roch- 
ford, of Three Castles, and Sim Walton, of 
Tullaroan. 

Kilkenny hurling in that vintage period 
was a joy to watch. These men of Moon-
